a. There are three completed runways and a fourth under construction at Cottbus,
One runway, composed of woncrete, runs in a southwest-northeest direction, It

is approximately sixty to one hundred neters wide and epproximstely seven hundred

long. At its southeast terminus it joins n largs concrets area (a8 shown in the
attached sketch "A"). A third aconcrete runway lies to the north of the sirfield.
It runs nearly parallel to the Cottbus-Burg Roed. Its eastern end wes covered
with ashes at the time of observation. A new, east-west runway is under construc=
tion. It is located betwesn the stream which runs north of the Cottbus--Dahlitz
road and the edge of the wood ("D" on the attached sketch "A")

b.  On 27 April 1950 construction of the new runway had prograssed ss follows;
epproximately between points 24 and 25 (see attached sketch "A") the runway was
ocbaerved to be composed of four rows of concrete blocks two meters wide, making a
total width of eight meters.
